REMARKS 

In the application, claims 15-27 are pending. In the Office Action mailed on January 3, 
2010, claims I6-2O5 24, and 25 are indicated as allowable. Claim 27 was rejected imder 35 U.S.G. 

§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent 3,989,31 1 ("Debrey") in view EP 0 845 237 
("Inamura"). Claims 15, 21-23, and 26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C, § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Inamura in view of Debrey. Claims 22 and 23 were further indicated as obvious 
optimizations of Inamura. 

The claims have now been amended. Reconsideration of the appl ication in view of the 
above amendment and following remarks is respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 15 and 27 have been amended to include the limitations of allowable 
claim 16, which has now been cancelled. Allowable claim 24^^ which was previously dependent on 
claim 15, has been rewritten in independent form including all intervening clairri limitations, and to 
clarify the "outside" feature, as described in paragraph [0030] of the specification. 

Aceordingly, each of claims 15^ 24, and 27, as amended, along with their respective 
dependent claims are believed to be patentable over Inamura and/or Debrey, considered alone or in 
combination.
